HARRASSMENT AND INTIMIDATION. SEARCHLIGHT IS BACK 
TO ITS OLD TRICKS 



With the changes in its editorial team 
and its new sleek glossy image, New 
Target had hoped that Searchlight 
would relinquish its policy of 
harassment and intimidation by 
ceasing to publish the personal details 
of those it perceives as politically 
unacceptable. This unfortunately has 
not been the case, in the October 
issue of Searchlight the magazine 
deliberately published photographs 
and details of houses occupied by 
three Italian refugees who have been 
living peacefully in London for many 
years, some with young families. 
Within days of the publication one of 
these families received death threats. 
On another page Searchlight printed 
the full home address including the 
postcode of an East Midlands man 
who is politically active in a legal, 
democratic, political party who have 
the moral courage, unlike Searchlight 
and its fellow travelers, to take part in 
the democratic electoral system. As 
we have previously promised, we will 
from the next issue, publish more 
personal details of Searchlight 
supporters. Unlike Searchlight, our 
intentions are NOT to cause 
intimidation or harassment, but 
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October 1999 and Searchlight 
returns to terror tactics. 



Searchlight supporters MUST be 
made to realise that the pubiisning of 
such details are broadly unacceptable, 
and it is THEY who should be 
complaining to Searchlight. 

New Target and Trade Union 
Democrat are obviously causing a 
great deal of concern to Searchlight 
who now give us a mention in almost 
every issue. In August they 
threatened to send one of their junior 
researchers to investigate us. To date, 
the best the incompetent researcher 
could manage is to rehash old lies 
claiming that we are Nazis and have 
links with the fascist, League of St 
George. 

The postmarks on mail dispatched by 
us is obviously causing them some 
confusion, so we will help.

DEFEND DEMOCRACY ... BOYCOTT SEARCHLIGHT! 





POSTAL WORKER WINS IMPORTANT VICTORY 



Searchlight’s policy of political 
censorship has often been emulated by 
trade unions controlled either locally * 
or nationally by extreme-left 
commissars. For these pathetic 
creatures the repressive tactics of the 
KGB are joyfully adopted. Woe betide 
members of certain trade unions who 
decide to enter the political electoral 
system by standing as a candidate for 
a party which is not on the union 
approved list. 

But now, thanks to the dedication and 
courage of one man, the power of the 
commissars has been severely 
weakened. 

The historic victory was gained by 
Bristol postman, Bruce Cowd. 

Bruce, a member of the 
Communication Workers Union 
decided to stand as a candidate in the 
recent European Elections for the 
British National Party. 

During the election Bruce, along with 
other candidates, was interviewed by 
local newspapers, gaining a 
substantial amount of publicity for his 
party. But despite never mentioning 
his occupation during these 
interviews, local CWU commissars 
were infuriated that Bruce had dared 
to exercise his democratic rights and 
stand for a party most definitely NOT 
on the approved list. 

Moves were made to expel Bruce both 
from the CWU and his job at the post 
office. 

The campaign escalated to national 
level with the CWU’s national 
secretary writing to Bruce’s 

employers, 

The Post Office had the decency to 
discuss the matter with Bruce, and 
after an investigation decided that 
being a candidate for a legitimate 



political party would not jeopardize 
his employment providing, he did not 
seek to bring his politics into work 
and force his views on to others . 

The post office also confirmed that 
any employee is entitled to hold 
whatever political opinions they 
want , and to promote them as they 
see fit , outside of the workplace . 

With his employment position 
established Bruce then reminded his 
undemocratic union of the rights of 
trade unionists and their political 
beliefs as enshrined in the Trade 
Union Reforms & Employment 
Rights Act of 1993 (Section 14) 
which lays down that the only union 
membership requirements which are 
legally enforceable in respect to 
membership rights concern 
themselves with employment in a 
specified trade, or the possession of 
relevant qualifications to pursue that 
trade and, union membership rights 
cannot be prejudiced by membership 
of any political party. 

To cap his tremendous victory, 
Bruce reminded both the 
Communications Workers Union, 
and his employers the Post Office, 
that the company had a long 
established equal opportunities 
policy which gave all of its workers 
equal rights. Rights which Bruce 
fully intended to utilise if necessary. 

This is not the first time that left-wing 
extremist in the CWU have tried 
unsuccessfully to obstruct the 
democratic electoral system. During 
the European Elections commissars 
from the extremist Socialist Workers 
Party incited postal workers in some 
areas into refusing to distribute 
election material relating to the BNP 



on the grounds of "conscience". This 
led to threats by management to 
discipline some workers for breaking 
their terms of employment. Eventually 
an agreement was made to allow 
"refusal to deliver mail on the grounds 
of conscience" and the electoral 
material was distributed by private 
companies supplemented by rank and 
file postmen who were opposed to 
political censorship. 

Those who allowed themselves to be 
bullied by the SWP/CWU commissars 
only succeeded in depriving 
themselves of lucrative overtime 
payments which are necessary to boost 
their otherwise poor pay. 

A further attempt was made by 
extremists to gain support from the 
CWU’s national officials was thwarted 
when the CWU’s legal department 
advised that to ban deliveries of mail 
sent by groups that the union did not 
approve of could lead to costly legal 
action against the union.

This was the headline that graced 
page four of the July edition of 
Searchlight. It referred to an 
INVESTIGATION conducted by 
Searchlight joint editor, Nick Lowles 
and the current junior 
investigator/tea-boy, Tony Robson 
into British National Party Euro- 
Election candidates. 

In the article Searchlight alleged that 
the BNP had broken electoral law by 
fielding up to 15 candidates who had 
deliberately given false information 
on their nomination forms. 
Searchlight elaborated by stating that 
in most of these cases the candidates 
HAD GIVEN FALSE ADDRESSES! 
Determined to give this story as wide 
coverage as possible Searchlight 
enlisted the help of the left-wing daily 
newspaper, The Mirror, who, without 
doing any research of their own, 
faithfully printed Searchlight's lies. 
Searchlight then enlisted the help of 
the Labour MP, Martin Salter, who 
promised to " take up the dossier with 
the relevant authorities and be 
demanding action against these 
fraudsters". Obviously Mr Salter, a 
highly paid elected representative of 
"the people" must be so gullible that it 
makes one wonder if he should be 
allowed out on his own! 

As is normal with Searchlight's noisy 
but inept "Investigations" nothing 
became of it. The Mirror and Martin 
Salter were too embarrassed to admit 
they had been conned by Searchlight, 
still not realising just how inept 
Searchlight can be. Even the page on 
which the story was printed in the 
JULY edition of Searchlight actually 
read Page 4 Searchlight MARCH 
1999. YES THEY EVEN UFO 
ABOUT THE DATE! 

But let us revisit the allegations made 
by Searchlight, namely that electoral 



candidates had lied by giving false 
addresses on official forms. 

This, if it were true, would make any 
member of the public suspicious about 
the motives of such a move, and 
effectively destroy the credibility of 
the entire organisation. 

With this in mind we then tasked our 
very own joint tea-boys, Tom and 
Jerry, to have a closer look into 
Searchlight's record of accuracy when 
supplying information on official 
documents. 

The first offence they discovered was 
committed as far back as July 1992 
when documents relating to the 
"Incorporation of a Private Company" 
Searchlight Educational Trust (No: 
2738367) signed as being "A true 
copy" by William Sturgess & Co of 
Caxton Street, London. Wl. 
Contained the lie that Mr Steven 
Silver lived at 49, Herent Drive, 
Clayhall, the same address as Gerry 
and Sonia Gable! Now what was the 
purpose of lying to the Companies 
House registrar we might ask?

A BLATENT LIE INTENDED TO 
DECIEVE,

ACCUSED OF EXPENSES FIDDLE 



Labour Euro-MP and Searchlight columnist, Glyn Ford is to have office and secretarial expenses submitted by him for 
payment by the European parliament investigated following accusations of deceit by a member of his own political 
staff. 

Glyn Ford, who until recently was the Euro MP for Manchester-East was based in Mossley, near Manchester, and had 
his constituency office in a house in the town owned by him. The accusations against him have been made by his 
former assistant, Kay Baxter, who accused Searchlight's friend of paying household bills and buying household items 
out of money paid to him via the taxpayer to cover his official expenses as a Euro-MP! 

Mrs. Baxter, a Labour councilor, ran Mr Ford's constituency office from the basement of his five bedroom semi- 
detached house in Mossley, near Manchester, for 13 ^ears. Office expenses and Mrs Baxter's salary were funded 
out of the £110,000 paid to Euro MP’s for secretarial services, travel and office administration costs. But in addition to 
these, Mrs Baxter claims that the MP also paid for several items of personal expenditure out of the fund. These 
included his television license, books, a washing machine, a vacuum cleaner and even the council tax for his own 
house! 

The former assistant and office manageress made her astounding revelations under oath at an Industrial Tribunal. 

In a statement issued by her solicitors, Mrs Baxter commented, "Most of the household bills were paid for from 
the office fund. In effect his house became a hotel paid for by the European parliament" 

Prime Minister, Tony Blair, has gone on record saying that MP's who fiddle their expenses should be sacked. 

Mr Ford, has offered to pay back to the European Parliament any of the funds judged to have been used wrongly by 
him, but a Conservative MP commented to New Target, "That's like a bank robber offering to pay back the proceeds 
of his crime, after being caught by the police." 

The Sun newspaper has mentioned the expenses probe as being as much as £1. 5million. 

Glyn Ford came to the attention of New Target when we discovered that he had been writing articles for Searchlight 
since 1993/94. Since then he has been Searchlight's "Spearhead" in the European Parliament raising several issues 
at their request. 

Not surprisingly, when New Target identified Glyn Ford’s home address some time ago, Searchlight lied (as usual) 
and said our information was wrong and only a middle aged couple with no connection to the MP lived at the house.
